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4. Entrance requirement* of the Institute were either a completed 
intermediary school education (10 year*) or completion of an agriculture 
technical school equivalent to a 10-year school. Entrance axnns wares required 
for five subject*: mathematics, physic*, chemistry, Russian language, and 
Aserhaijanian literature. The firet three were oral, and the lest two oral 
and written. Mark* given on these exams were from 5 (excellent) to 3 (satis- 
factory). The marks 2 and 1 were unsatiefactory and students who received 
one of them were immediately barred from remaining exams. The total of the 


stark* received, on all five extras had to be at least 21. Those with fcotolo 
of 20 or les* were rejected. Since the Institute accented annually approxi-

10. Lectures and practical work at A.S.Kh.1. were given six days a 
week for six to eight hours a day, either from 0800 to 1400 or 1600 
depending on the day's schedule. During the period 1954-1956, attendance 
at lectures was compulsory and roll call always preceded the first lecture 
each morning. In 1957. as rumored, this rule was changed and attendance 
of leotures was lsft to the discretion of the students as long as they were 
able to pass the exams. 


11. Svery year, after the completion of the summer semester and the 
semester exams, all A.S.Xh. I. students wsre sent for four weeks of practical 
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graduates war* given diploma project* to prepare ismd defend. Students of 
the mechanisation department who successfully completed their projects were 
given a diploma of agricultural engineer. 

13. In addition to the State stipend, while studying at A.S.Kh. I. , students 
whose parents were not in Kirovabad were given space in the A.S.Kh. I. 

One dormitory for approximately 300 
male students wae located on Klrovakaya Ploshcbad". The other male dormitory, 
referred to a* Dormitory Mo. 2, bad space for 400 and was on 01. Fsrdovsi.

Students in Wrtiidawttwy were given bed linen and cleaning 

service for which they paid 15 rubles psr month. Students who preferred to 
rent a room instead of living in a dormitory were given 25 rubles a month in 
addition to their stipend#. The dormitories had mess halls where students 
could have their meals at normal town prices. A modest two-course meal-- 
soup and meat with a vegetable— cost approximately six rubles.
